For Instance, even 
this year the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company Is paying part of 
Its dividends out of surplus, as It has 
been since the depression started. 

Sharp boosting In the taxes would 
mean that If, and other large corpora¬ 
tions, would he obliged to reduce their 
dividends. The question Is whether 
the stockholders will begin a letter 
writing drive to their congressmen ns 
the utility stockholders did. If they 
do. the corporation sliding scale tax 
will be beaten, ns the "death sentence" I 
was.

Effort to change the name of the 
common house fly to typhoid fly Is 
the motive behind a movement start 
ed by Dr. L. O. Howard, government 
entomologist. 

The name, house fly/* Is too 
tame. The fly Is accepted ns a 
nuisance, but not considered ns the 
dangerous Insect It Is. Government 
health authorities have proved that 
the common files that buzz about 
homes and kitchens carry bacteria 
which can Infect human beings with 
at least n dozen diseases In addition 
to typhoid. 

Doctor Howard states, "Even If the 
fly were a creature difficult to de¬ 
stroy, the failure on the part of peo 
pie to make any effort to reduce Its 
number could properly he termed 
criminal neglect. As It Is now nr 
easy matter to do away with flies, 
this neglect becomes an evidence <»f 
Ignorance. ... It is the duty or 
every Individual to guard against the 
occurrence of flies upon his premises." 

As Doctor Howard says. It Is nn 
longer difficult to rid n house of 
flies. A reliable fly killer when 
sprayed In n fine ndst Is the most 
effective method of ridding the house 
of tiles and other Insects.

Washington.—The so-called sliver 
bloc In the senate—It Is not so im¬ 
portant in the house for the simple 
reason that most of the silver produc¬ 
ing states are small in population, and 
hence do not have many representa¬ 
tives—is giHtil and sore with the ad¬ 
ministration, but has not gotten to first 
base In making Its resentment felt.

Whereupon the price of silver hanged 
down, and Hie silver senators got mail- 
tier anil madder. 

Hut meanwhile the treasury contin¬ 
ued to pay considerably above the 
world price for all newly mined sil¬ 
ver, making it clear to the miners that 
the price paid them would not he re¬ 
vised downward no matter what hap 
pened to the world price. 

So the miners were happy, or at 
least, not angry. Just a little disap¬ 
pointed at failure of the price to climb 
on up to $1.20, as predicted. 

The silver senators, however, were 
not even placated by this. The reason 
Is not merely that they felt cheated, 
believing they had provided for a grad¬ 
ual rise to fl.29, and then seeing 
It fail. It so happens that nearly all 
the silver senators are also inflation¬ 
ists. They put their bill over last 
session by a coalition with Inflation 
senators from non-silver producing 
states. And they knew perfectly well 
they were not getting the degree of In¬ 
flation from the silver purchases that 
they had expected. 

Next session will see a much more 
militant silver and Inflation bloc. Next 
session will be leading down the 
straightway to election day. And

In the United States, where the or¬ 
ganic law is the supreme law of the 
land, the courts may delay, they may 
to some extent direct, but they cannot, 
In the long run. withstand a defined 
and persistent public opinion.

Rabies Is most common In dogs, al¬ 
though all animals are susceptible. 
Even birds may get It. The mortality 
: rate Is practically per cent If the 
person contracts rabies and the Pas¬ 
teur treatment has not been applied 
I In time. 

Fortunately the Incubation period 
is a long one, from two weeks to eight 
I weeks, and sometimes even longer, so 
I there usually Is time for the Pasteur 
treatment to be effective. If rhe treat¬ 
ment Is not delayed too long. For¬ 
merly there were only a few cities 
in this country where the Pasteur 
treatment could be given, thus neces¬ 
sitating a long, expensive and anxious 
trip on the part of an Infected person. 
Now, however, It Is not necessary to 
leave home. Any accredited doctor 
can administer the treatment. 

When a dog. frothing at the mouth, 
is on the loose, snapping at other dogs 
and at children, there Is usually panic 
In a community. Mothers run out 
snatching their children In • neighbors 
telephone fruntlcally to each other; If 
men are at home, they form an emer¬ 
gency committee 
It Is lucky Indeed if someone doesn’t 
use a gun. Using a gun is decidedly 
wrong, unless there Is no other way 
of stopping the dog.

I should be mude to capture the animal 
alive, for It Is Important to know 
whether the dog Is really mad. 

This Is the proper treatment of the 
dog, according to a bulletin Issued by 
the Illinois department of public 
health: "lhe dog should he securely 
chained or confined In a safe place and 
provided with his regular food supply 
during an observation perltxi of two 
weeks The early symptoms of rabies 
in a dog are vuriuble. He may he 
unusually friendly or may develop a 
limp In one leg, or his voice may be¬ 
come hoarse and he may appear to 
have a bone or other foreign object 
lodged In his throat. It Is dangerous 
even to attempt the examination of 
such an animal, and he should be ob 
served by a veterinarian. If the d"g 
remuins well und healthy throughout 
the two weeks, he may he released and 
any person whom he may have bitten 
need have no fear of rabies resulting 
from the bite. If. on the other bund, 
the dog should manifest the symptom* 
of rubies during the observation jterlod, 
he should be killed so that the head 
may be detached

Apartment City Built 

by People of 85 R. C. 


How many of un hnvo the Impres¬ 
sion thnt apartment dwelling Is com 
paratlvely modern? 

No doubt a good many of us. How 
ever, surprising ns It may seem, 
apartment dwelling dates hack to 
about 86 B. C., according to official 
records. 

Ilow much further no one can an¬ 
swer. hut an exhaustive research by 
the writer reveals that In 86 11. C. 
an entire apartment city was built 
high up In the Andes, a place called 
Mnchu Plcchu. Peru. 

The entire city was built about 
T.ooo feet above sea level, on a prec¬ 
ipice leading up from the Grand can¬ 
yon of the Prubninn. It was sup 
posed to have been constructed to 
promote safety. These apartments! 
were built of white granite and dl- j 
rtded Into one and two rooms per 
family, with one window and door 
in each building. This was quite the ■ 
mode of living In that day. 

We also find a troglodyte village 
In southern Tunisia, with apartment 
houses built of mud dauber, each j 
apartment being separate from the 
others and consisting of one room, 
one door and no windows. 

Crude, treacherous stairs, worn by 
much use. led to the doors from the 
outside. The life of these Inhabi¬ 
tants was much like that of the 
Pueblo Indians of America and was 
another Instance of apartment dwell- 1 
ing of that period. 

We find in the Twelfth century In • 
Kandy, Ceylon, a type of apartment I 
better known today as the homes of | 
the original clPT dwellers. These 
cliffs were built In the form of Indi¬ 
vidual apartments, one above the 
other and served ns a refuge for the 
Ceylonese against the invading Mol- 
abnrs. 

The Ceylonese monarch of thnt age . 
was so much Impressed by the apart¬ 
ment. or cliff dwellers, that he ap- : 
pointed priests to take charge of! 


them, and dedicated lands for their 
support. That was probably the 
origin of our present superintendent 
or resident manager of apartment 
houses. 

Coming to the North American 
continent, we And at Mena Verdn. 
Colo., a large community apartment, 
known as “The Cliff Palace,'* tucked 
nway under an overhanging rock, 
which afforded protection In the 
form of n roof. 

Entrance was made from the top 
of the apartment, by a crude ladder, 
and the Individual apartments were 
built In tiers, rising a few feet per 
apartment. This is still a famous 
relic of ancient Indian civilization in 
southwest Colorado. 

What was probably the first exam 
pie of set-back architecture was dis¬ 
covered at Taos Pueblo, New Mexico, 
where n large Indian communal 
house was discovered and housed 
about 200 Indian families. This 
house was Inhabited by Pueblo In 
dinns and was built of stone nnd 
sometimes mud. This communal 
house was often the subject for art¬ 
ists.—Raymond It. Keane, In the 
Philadelphia Record.
